NEW YORK SUPERINTENDENT 


OF INSURANCE REPORT 


Shows Mutual Reserve To Be in Hot 
Water—Says It Is Only Tech- 
nically Solvent. 


For several months the New York in- 
surance departmentihas been engaged in 
an exhaustive examination into the vf- 
fairs of the Mutual Reserve Fund Life 
Association, of New York, and the pub- 
lic, especialy that part of it which has 
money invested in its policies, have been 
anxiously awaiting the result. 

It has come at last, and the startling 
nature of its disclosures can be gathered 
from the following synopsis of the raport 
made to Superintendent Payn by Chie 
Examiner Vanderpool: 

The superintendent charges a lack of 
proper business methods shown in mak- 
ing agents’ contracts, and handiing mat- 
ters under them. He criticises the plac- 
ing of the ccntingent fund in the hands 
of the president, to be used at his sole 
discretion. 

He has compiled data showing the in- 
equality in the troatment accorded cer- 
tificate holders of like ages, but who 
entered the association at different times.

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Views of the Negro Problem. 

Elsewhere we present two arik ies On 
the race problem from the pen 
of Mr. John miple Graves, the other 
contributed by Mr. B. W. Hunt, of 
Eatonton. One born and raised 
in the south, the other was born in 
the north, but for twenty years has 
been ode of the most active and suc- 
cessful of the business men of middle 
Georgia. Mr. Graves views the ques- 
tion on its social, politica] and senti- 
mental side; while Mr. Hunt discusses 
the actual and practical deve lopmgents 
that are now going on. Both are 
gentlemen of culture and wide scholar- 
ship, and both are able to present 
their views in a way calculated to ar- 
rest attention. 

For ten years Mr. Graves has been 
discussing the utilitv of separation as 
@ remedy for the troubles and diffi- 
culties that have grown out of the 
bestowal of citizenship and civil rights 
on those who, than forty years 
ago, were slaves. He was first in the 
91d with the proposition and has ad- 
vocated it we need 
hardly say, with impressive eloquence. 

The truth is that the opportune 
moment for separation, deportation, 
diffusion and the like has long gone 
by. If separation had been mada 
the condition of emancipation it 
would have perhaps been feasible. This 
was what Jefferson, Webster and other 
statesmen advocat«i, we suppose—sep- 
@ration as the condition and immedia- 
ate result of emancipation. But the 
opportune moment has passed. Repub- 
lican sectionalists, seeking to humill- 
ate the south and looking also to the 
fortunes of their party, at one stroke 
of the pen made citizens out of those 
who had no more training or prepa- 
ration for citizenship—no more de- 
sire, or ambiton to be citizens—no 
more knowledge of the responsibili- 
ties of this new condition than the 
birds of the air or the beast of the 
field. 

Such an audacious degradation of 
citizenship has caused troubles and 
difficulties and today presents a prob- 
lem which many able minds contem- 
plate with feeiings of dismay; but the 
marvel—the special cause for wonder— 
is that the difficulties have not been 
greater; that the most appalling dis- 
asters have not followed this criminal 
tampering with the very ground and 
pillar of our institutions. Perhaps 
these disasters are biding their tima 
and laying in wait for us; but they 
have not overwhelmad us yet and 
they have had nearly forty years of 
opportunity. 

The fact that citizenship and not 
separation was made the condition of 
emancipation is a very weighty one. 
The negroes have made great prog- 
ress. The better element among them 
has accumulated millions of dollars of 
property; the great majority of the 
race is inclined both to sobriety and 
industry; and neither the nation nor 
the state can bundle up the race and 
hustle it about in any direction it 
does not choose to go. It seems to 
us that you might as well attempt to 
get the jaybirds off in a forest by 
themselves. That, of course. is sim- 
ply our opinion. We do not oppose 
the plan, per se; we regard it as im- 
practicable. As a theory, it is pleas- 
ing enough; if it were practical. it 
would be the very thing: but with 
the highest admiration for the ability 
of Mr. Graves we think he is playing 
with the impossible. 

We come now to tha views of Mr. 
Hunt, who, by birth, education and as- 
sociations, was a northern man until 
twenty years ago, when he came to 
the south and has, since that period, 
identified himself in a very special 
Way with the progress and develop- 
ment of middle Georgia. His gifts, 
his energy and enterprise have, by 
the sheer force of example, put many 
of his neighbors on the high road to 
Bucceps, both in business and in aeri- 
culture.

A most startling story would be the actual 
facts as to the actual yield of cotton in Geor- 
gia. Everyone will tell you the fields Are 
clean—all picked with few exceptions—certainly 
as clean as it was on December 1, 1898. 

“The ‘‘finis’’ of the cotton crop is always 
to turn the cows into the flelds after com- 
pletion. This is largely done already. I 
satisfied 80 per cent of the cotton crop is gath- 
ered from the middle Georgia region and south 
of us. No word can this fact—it 
never the case before in the history of Georgia. 

The drummers all report flelds are clean as 
seen from trains. The most reputable farmers 
report flelds are clean from public 
roads. There is none to q@pen—in only one case 
have I heard of a farmer who believes that he 
may get enough from top crop to delay 
turning into his fleld of the cows. I only re- 
fer to the reliable farmers who are not given 
to exaggeration—but state actual facts that 
need no supposition. The best crop I have 
heard of is that of George Crony, Jr., who will 
make six bales—on same land last year, nine.

‘A great step in the Zionist movement 
is the establishment of our bank. Of 
this D. Wolffson, of Cologne, is president, 
and there are seven directors, who found- 
ed the bank at a cost of $40,000 and paid 
the sum out of their private purses. Since 
the shares of the bank have been placed 
on sale 300,000 have been sold; $200,000 hav- 
ing been taken in Russia, $40,000 in Rou- 
mania and the rest by Jews all over the 
world, so that now. when asking the 
sultan to give Palestine to us, we have 
a cash guarantee with which to back our 
good faith. 

“When Palestine is ours every office 
will be filled by the elective vote of the 
people. It will be much the _ Biblical 
form of government; the head being a 
governor, supported by a privy council 
and a legislature. The Jewish authorities 
will levy taxes and the people will reap 
the fruits of them. 

‘Turkey will derive then a greater rev- 
enue from Palestine than she does now. 
We have great faith in the Turks. No 
one who has ever lived among them will 
fail to uphold me when I say that there is 
no race more honorable nor whose word {s 
more sacred. -Their laws, if rightly ad- 
ministered, are even wiser and more lib 
eral than these of the United States. 
And I say, and have authority for the 
statement, that the Turkish government 
never has molested, for religious reasons, 
a race over which they had power. The 
Armenians brought their troubles on 
themselves. Jerusalem and Palestine now 
are down-trodden by the Turkish officials, 
Lut unscrupulous officials are to be found 
in every land.’’ 

“What is the condition of Jerusalem to- 
day?’ I asked. 

“Jerusalem is, unfortunately, a kind of 
a festering sore,” he réplied. ‘‘It is there, 
first of all places, that ‘sanitation’ must 
take place. It is filled with beegars and 
with old men who have gone to lay their 
bones there. When my people went to 
Palestine I said to them, ‘Go north, for 
in the south are those who have gone 
there to die. You go to live.’ In Jerusa- 
lem three religions meet, living on money 
extorted from those unde? them.” 

“Are you ready to colonize on a large 
scale now?” 

“No; the country is not fit for it. Now, 
& poor man could not emigrate there 
equipped only with brains and the ability 
to work, and get on. We must first get 
the people that are already there out of 
the crowded towns into the country. We 
must build more schools and educate 
them better, so that they should know 
the history of their race—for the nation 
that doesn’t Know its past has no future. 
Every effort that we make. is toward 
the end of bringing the Jewish race up 
to tne intellectual standard which it once 
set to the world.”’ 

“And where is the money to aid the 
present o¢ccupants of Palestine to come 


“From all over the world. The Baron 
De Hirsch fund will help, private sub- 
scriptions will be used, and when the 
Jewish bank is firmly established a part 
of its funds will be applied to this end.” 

“And when the country is ready for 
the new colonization will the Jews £0 
there?’ 

“It will be a flood,” he said. “They will 
go in millions; that is the great danger. 
The persecution of the race has spurred 
them on. They are enthusiastic now— 
then they will be wild. It will be a rush 
that I tremble to think of. Why, our 
shares, now placed on sale, are being 
bought up by people all over the world. 
They are being taken by men in the 
mines of Siberia, tn. South Africa, in Rus- 
sia, in the west—the United States. When 
a London Jew has put aside a pound he 
comes and buys a share and so it is all 
over the world. It is the poor Jews 
that are buying the shares, not the rich 
ones. The rich are not all with us. Our 
movement makes them remember the 
past of their race, and they do not wish

helped to conquer. 

This is but one instance of the way in 
which thousands of British lives have 
been willingly given. for the game great 
purpose—the ‘‘seed of empire,’’ as Mr. 
Kipling calls them, seed, too, of the best 
quality the nation could produce, given 
without a thought of the return to the 
family and the individual. 

So as this seed has been sown on many 
a battlefield, in many a fever atricken 
swamp and jungle, to build up the Britisa 
empire as it stands today in al! its glory; 
the American people must be prepared to 
make the same voluntary eacrifice of the 
best blood of the nation, in both the mill- 
tary and civil services, without heed of 
individual recompense, if they would 
erect a great and lasting empire beyond 
the seas, which may some day surpass 
all others. Toward this end, the first 
harvest seems to have been already sown 
with true patriotism, at San Juan and in 
the vicinity of Manila.

A STRAIGHT BACE 
ON THE WHEEL. 


Of all the popular mistakes about bi- 
cycling that of the hump or camel back 
is the most common. We are told that 
the habit of leaning forward upon the 
handle bars so as to get greater leverage 
upon the pedals and to offer less re- 
sistance to the air, has a tendency to 
bring about an abnormal development 
upon the back and shoulders which is 
called the ‘“‘bicycle humy.” Nothing could 


be more absurd.

He appears to be 
erect and his shoulders square, but as 
he goes by you will note, if he be an 
old wheelman, that there is a decided 
tendency to roundness or drooping of 
the shoulders caused by his method of 
obtaining leverage to work his pedala 
Being upright, he can't get sufficient 
power in his weight alone when the 
difficulties of an up grade are encount- 
ered, so he must pull forward upon his 
grips, and it is this constant downward 
tension that sooner or later brings about 
a more or less slanting of the shoulders

There are, besides, some scores of use- 
ful timber trees in the land, but they 
do not often occur in trunks large enough 
for the sawmill. The total number of 
such trees on the island must be consid- 
erable, but they are scattered, not in 
continuous forests, and are about as Ifke- 
ly to be in villages as in the country. 
Besides, the wood {is often too hare 
and the trunk too frrerular and unsym- 
metrical for convenient use in the mill. 
The virgin forests are very few, perhaps 
none strictly virgin. There are In the 
mountains some areas that have the ap- 
pearance of virgin forests, and possibly 
do not date for many scores of years 
back. The {sland of Culebra, a small 
island lying in the east of Porto Rico, 
and belonging to it, is said to be covered 
by virgin - forests. There are several 
species of tree ferns on the island, al- 
Ways occurring at some distance from 
the coast, and on the northern slope, so 
as observed. They rarely surpass 
twenty feet In height.

Rail Joint and Support. 

A great many of the accidents as well 
as the minor discomforts of railroading 
are due to the inability of the construc- 
tors to secure a rail joint which Is per- 
‘fect. This particular part of «the rall 
soon becomes pounded down by the ac- 
tion of the passing wheels, and the low 
joint. besides being a constant menace, is 
a great source of annoyance to pas- 
sengers. A rail connection has been re- 
cently patented by G. L. Baxter, of Lex- 
ington, Ky.. which was subjected to a 
cevere test before application: for patent 
papers was made, and this trial fully 
vindicated the claims of the inventor. 
This device not only joins the rail. ends, 
but affords an immovable support for 
them. It combines the good qualities of 
the old fishplate, the angie bar and the 
truss, and is so devised as to consist of 
' only three pieces.
